Sart Lake, Oct. 30.—The decision in 
the mandamus case} to compel the Mor- 
mon Territorial Auditor and Sheriff of 
Salt Lake county to turn over their 
offices and books to Arthur Pratt and 
Dr. Douglas, the appointees of Gover- 
nor Murray, under the Hoar amendment 
to Edmunds’s law, was rendered this 
morning by Judge Hunter, who denied 
the writ on mere technical grounds. 
The decision has created great indigna- 
tion among the Gentiles, many of whom 
declare that Hunter has been bribed by 
the Mormon Church. The law is a 
plain one passed by Congress to oust 
Mormon officials whose terms had ex- 
pired by reason of the August election 
lapsing, and its enactment was recom- 
mended by all the Federal Judges in the 
Territory, including Hunter. In asim- 
ilar case at Ogden to-day, Judge Emer- 
son granted the writ, compelling Mor- 
mon Officials to turn over their offices.

Let us examine 
the records of the last two Legisla- 
tures and see whether ‘the ‘three 
weeks spent in Sacramento at the be- 
ginning of the first session of the Leg- 
islature under the new Constitution,” 
qualified the editor of the Erpress to 
give an opinion that should be re- 
ceived by the people of Los Angeles 
county, upon the work of Mr. Del 
Valle. “ 

We will present a few propositions, 
that we believe are fair and just, to 
determine what a legislator represent- 
ing an important county, with the 
wealth and population of Los Angeles, 
should have done to deserve the flat- 
tery so lavishly given by the Demo- 
cratic press to Mr. Del Valle. 


In the first place, let us see what he 

_ ought to have done. Being a lawyer and 
an orator, a prominent member of his 

party, holding a position upon the 

Judiciary Committee of the Assembly, 

Ke ought, in the two regular sessions 

and one extra session of the Legisla- 

ture, to have framed some amendments 

. to the Codes that would have bene- 
fited litigants, ‘some laws that 

would help the people of Los

taxation; some plan by which Los 


- Angeles county would secure the two 


State Senators and three members of 
the Assembly that our pppulation in 
the past seven years hag entitled us to 
have; and he ought to have secured a 
place for his record 4s a Representa- 
tive in the Codes and Statutes of Cali- 
fornia. 

Now what did he do in those long 
days and weeks and months when the 
people were waiting to hear from him? 
He made speeches, eloquent speeches, 
perhaps, but, so far as their influence 
has been shown, they were only 
‘words, idle words.”’ | 

The Journals of the Assembly for 


__ the 23d and 24th sessions dre public 


records; they are in our Public Li- 
brary; many of our citizens have them 
in their offices; they show what our 
Representatives have done; what they 
have left undone, and what they at- 
tempted to do, but failed to accom- 
plish. 

The 28d session began January 5th 
and ended April 16th, 1880. The 


_ Journal, a volume of 896: pages, is a 


daily record of the action of our Rep- 
resentatives: and, in the case of Mr, 
Del Valle, it is a record of how not todo 
it. We find, by examination of that 
record of three and one-half months, 
that 591 bills were introduced in the 
Assembly; that 106 of those bills 
passed both the Assembly and Senate; 
that of those bills Mr. Del Valle intro- 
duced 11, and that ot one of the eleven 
bills became a law, and only two of them 
passed the Assembly, where deste were 
introduced. 


Then, look at this record. We pro- 
ceed io examine the Jvuurnal of the 
24th session and find 539 bills intro- 
duced in the Assembly, of which 
87 passed both the Assembly and 
Benate; that Mr. Del Valle introduced 
nine* of: those bills, sand — that 


‘two of those bills, which only made 


amendments to two sections of the Po- | 


Senator West the previous session, pro- 
viding for refunding city indebted- 


edness, by inserting the words “gold 
coin” in the form of bonds and coupons 
required by the Acts, became laws. 
The record shows that in two regu- 
lar sessions of the Legislature and one 
extra session the present Democratic 
candidate for State Senator introduced 
twenty bills and secured the passage 
of two bills, in which the words “gold 
coin” appear four times, as ‘amend- 
ments to former laws; and those two 
words are the only original legislation 
that was secured by Mr. Del Valle. 
But the records show more than fail- 
ure to secure the passage of bills intro- 
duced by Mr. Del Valle. They show 
him to have been an olstructionist ; that 
he deliberately refused to vote for any 
bill that would give the county of Los 
Angeles the just representation in the 
Legislature to which —she is en- 
titled. 

They show that the bills he helped to 
defeat were not, as he proclaims, 
‘‘orossly partisan they show, to any 
person familiar with the legislation of 
the past two sessions, a combination 
of thirty-one Democrats and seven ren- 
egade slickens Republicans to kill a 
bill that had been introduced by Mr. 
Platt, of San Francisco, amended by 
the Democratic members of the Com- 
mittee on Apportionment, and reported 
to the Assembly April 19, 1881, (page 
537, Assembly Journal,) by H. G. 
Platt, John W. Bost, J. H. Gilmore, 
E. L. Whipple and John ,Daggett, 
“with a recommendation that it do 
pass.” 


When Mr. Del Valle’s 
boast of his legislative record, they 
boast of the record of a slickens Demo- 
erat. The Platt bill, as shown by the 
Committee report to which we have 
referred, was a Democratic bill, unan- 
imously recommended by the Demo- 
cratic members of the Committee on 
| Apportionment, of whom John Dag- 
gett, Democratic nominec for Lieuten- 
ant Governor, was one, but killed by 
the votes of thirty Democrats, of whom 
Mr. Del Valle was one, at the command 
of “slickens,”’ that the slickens counties 
of Nevada, Sierra, El Dorado and 
Alpine, with 32,913 population, might 
have three Senators and six members of 
the Assembly, while Los Angeles with 
32,209 has only one Senator and two 
members of the Assembly. 


We ask every citizen of Los Angeles 
county to remember that Hon. R. F. 
Del Valle voted to defeat all the ap. 
portionment bills, and at a time when 
it was supposed the slickens fight 
would’ be renewed in the Legislature 


to help slickens by giving the coun- 
ties we have named three times as 
greatxrepresentation in proportion to 
population as his own people in Los 
Angeles would have in that fight. 

We will hereafteg give a careful 
analysis of the legislative apportion- 
ment bills that were considered by the 
last Legislature, and show that they 
were fair and just, particularly to Los 
Angeles county and to Southern Cali- 
fornia.

TOTAL WRECK. 


A ‘Times’ Commissioner in the 
Mazes of the Mine. 


Results of a Thorough Inspection—Rich Ore | 
on Every Hand—the Hoisting Works, 
Machinery and Offices, 


This celebrated mine is situated in 
the Empire mining District, Pima coun- 
ty, Arizona, seven miles from Pantano 
Station on the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road. The townof Total Wreck takes 
its name from the mine, which was dis- 
covered ‘and located by J. T. Dillon in 
the latter part of 1878. He was at that 
time in the employ of Vail & Harvey, of 
the Empire Stock Ranch, and the mine 
was discovered in the northern edge of 
that rancho. 

It was opened a few feet in 1879, and 
some work was done in 1880, but a 
steady development of the mine was not 
inaugurated until the commencement of 
1881. Since then a shaft hasbeen sunk 
toa depth of 326 feet, a tunnel made 


from the side of the hill, a distance of 
248 feet, and besides about 1100 feet of 
levels, @rifts and winzes have been 
opening up immense deposits of rich 
ore. At 136 feet from the mouth of the 
tunnel where it connects with the shaft 
in the 200-foot level, the vein is 37 feet 
wide, at the 100- foot level a crosscut 
was made of 26 feet, allin ore. Under 
the guidance of Mr. William Shaw, the 
foreman, under whose supervision all 
the underground work has been done, 


a Times correspondeut recently went] _ 


through every foot of this marvelous 
rich mine, making a complete circuit of 
the various levels, crosseuts, shafts, 
winzes tunnels, and drifts. The geo- 
logical formation is composed of 
quartzite, porphyry and seyenite, the 
vein running northeast and southwest 
dipping slightly northwest. The 
depth of the shaft is 100 feet. The body 
of ore starts at the surface two feet wide, 
gradually widening as it goes deeper, to 
20 feet in width at the bottom of the 
shaft, all ore averaging S60 to the -ton. 
The west drift is’‘running on the ore 
body about 30 feet—all ore. The east 
drift is in about 20 feet, all ore also. 
Croppings are very large and stand out 
for a distance of over YUU feet. On the 
vein several openings have been made, 
all showing ore. ‘The hoisting works 
are at the top of the incline shaft, and

Arrival of the Steamer “Saint Paul’ 


—A Perilous Voy age—Bishop Nes- 
_tor’s Body. 
From the San Francisco Call, Oct. 30,1] 

The Alaska Commercia! Company’s 
steamer St. Paul, which sailed from 
Kodiak on the 20th of this month, ar- 
tived in port yesterday. On her up 
trip, on September 7, about five days’ 
sail above Cape Flattery and eleven 
days frém Oonalaska, she had very 
heavy weather for about twelve hours. 
At one time her bows were completely 


~ submerged for. twelve or fifteen sec- 


onds, arid’ for a time it was thought 


she would never recover herself. The 
immense mass of water carried 
away her forward starboard rails, 
a lot of the forward ginger 
work, and badly wrecked the 
wheelhouse. A chicken-coop, con- 
taining four dozen chickens, went 


banging repeatedly against the house, 
knocking in boards and damaging 
things generally, and finaily going 
overboard, each individual hen bid- 
ding the world adieu with all the 
power her lungs were. capable of ex- 
erting. The vessel’s three boats, all 
she possessed, were’ carried away. 
After the cessation of the storm the 
injuries were patched up and the ves 
sel continued her way. Small boats 
were secured at her destination, and 
on the down trip pleasant weather was 
experienced. She brought down, 
amoung other freight, 1500 otter skins. 
BISHOP NESTOR’S BODY. 


At Oonalaska the Corwin reported 
to them that the body of Bishop Nes- 
tor, the Russian priest ‘who committed 
suicide by jumping overboard from 
the St. Paul on her jast trip down, had 
been discovered on the north shore ot 
Norton Sound, about a hundred milcs 
down the coast from where the leap 
was made.

A DESCENT IN FORCE 


Upon the Embryo Seaside City of 
Willmore. 


A Crowd and a Bush—Lively Experiences on 
Rail, Street-Car, Vehicle and Foot— 
Lot Sales—The Purchasers. 


Commercial. street depot yesterday 
morning seemed to be the center of at- 
traction to the people of this city, and 
from every direction they came and con- 
tinued to gather until half-past 9 
o’clock, the time &t which the excursion 
train for Willmore City was to start. 
At that hour a large crowd had congre- 
gated and were only waiting for the 
train to arrive. ‘Nor had they long to 
wait, as the steam horse was very soon 
at hand, and then a grand rush was 
made for seats. The bustle and jam was 
immense, and the more active and per- 
sistent ones were those who found seats, 
while the modest ones and the laggards 
found nothing but standing room, while 
many could not find even that. It was 
soon decided by the management that 
additional transportation should be pro- 
vided and word was at once dispatched to 
the depot for another car. It finally came 
after a tedious wait for near half an 
hour, and the excursionists were all 
provided for, a good many of whom, 
however, returned home again, fearing 
that they could not find conveyance to 
the Mecca of their desires, Willmore 
City, whichis three anda half miles 
from the railroad at Willmore Sta- 


tion. Atten o’clock all was in readi- 
ness aud the start was made, 
six cars of jammed humanity 


comprising the freight. After waiting 


-|so0 long it was soon evident that tue 


conductor and engineer were determined 
to make amends so far as possible, and 

when the word was given the iron steed 

responded, and panting and puffing it 

accelerated its motion until it fairly 

flew down the track, darting along past 

hamlet, villa, vineyard and orchard 

with the speed of the wind, raising a 

whirlwind of dust in its track. In less

A PUBLIC PARK. 


How One Can be Made upon the 
Quarry Hills. 

The continued rapid growth of Los 
Angeles renders the question of a public 
breathing place for the people, free for 
all, rich and poor alike, one of increased 


importance. There is cause for alarm 


tracts, and consequent enhancement of 
values which is taking place, inasmuch 
as it reduces the possibility of securing 
for a moderate sum an eligible site for a 
park sufficiently large to accom- 


modate the needs of a future; commer- 
cial and maritime metropolis, which Los 
Angeles is destined to become. 

The 646 acres on the Quarry Hills, 
owned by the city, can be made- the 
nucleus of a magnificent park and zoo- 
logical garden with comparatively little 
expense, as already asserted by the 
Times. The expense of a pump similar 
to that used by the Beaudry Water 
Co., and pipes laid along the hill tract 
named, would constitute the only heavy 
expense. One-third or one-half the 
tract could be laid out in avenues 
for private residences, which, with 
a perfect water system, could be 
rendered valuable and a_ source of 
revenue to the city. Groves of eucalyp- 
tus and other trees of quick growth 
could be planted here and there, which 
would serve the double purpose of afford- 
ing shade and improving the landscape. 
Being as yet an unimproved and dreary 
looking part of the city, there is the 
additional inducement of rendering 
available as residence property what 
through private enterprise will 
probably never be accomplished. 
New and _ broad avenues’ be 
lined with trees, could be laid out 
from the recently opened portion of 
Buena Vista street, at various points, to 
the park and gardens. Were the whole 


suggested improvements to the best ad- 
vantage and in the most artistic manner 
—intrusted to the care of a competent 
and trustworthy engineer, possessed of 
good taste, it is safe to assert that what 
is now a bleak desert- -looking series of 
hills and dales could be converted into 
a combination of park, zoological gar-
